Against Players. 


Chicago, March 17.—The state today 


droppul the cases against all of the 
Chicago AVhite Sox Baseball players in- 
dicted for the alleged throwing of the 
1919 world series, except Chick Gandil. 


The action w,is taken after Judge 


William K. Dever had refused to grant 
a conttinuance of more than sixty days 
in the case. .The state demanded six 
months on the grounds that i! would 
take that length of time to gather evi-. 
dence which would gi\ e the prosecution 
a chance of conviction. 


The cases of 
Gandil, Hal 
Chase, 


Rachel Brown. Joseph J. Sullivan, Abe 
Atell and Bill Burns were stricken off 
the court call by Judge Dever. They 
were charged with bein& the men who 
arranged the alleged consipiracy. Tak- 
ing the cases off the call prevents call- 
ing them up again for six months. 


Immediately 
after the action had 


been taken, Robert ft. Crowe, state's 
attorney, announced that an attempt 
would be made to gather new evidence 
and that new indictments would be 
sought against the men. The players 
whose cases \\ere dropped were those 
who had surrendered and given bail, 
namely Claud Williams, Joe Jackson, 
Oscar Felsch, Swede Risberg, Eddie 
Cicotte, Buck Weaver and Fred Mc- 
Mullin. 


Mr. Crowe, 
in 
his announcement 
that the cases were dropped, said he 
"was convinced that a crime had been 
committed, but that corruption of the 
state's principal witnesses made it im- 
possible to go on with the case." 


"Joe Jackson, 
Eddie 
Cicotte and 


Claude Williams, the 
men who con- 


fessed to the grand jury have been cor- 
rupted," he declared. 
"With their evi- 


dence available we would have a clean 
cut case against these men and be 
sure of obtaining convictions. Without 
'their evidence our case is hopeless.

HARDING ASKS FOR
